John Glovers name stands among a 
list of the inhabitants of Dorchester 
at the incorporation of the town in 
1631, according to “Blake’s Annals,” 
and the pits of his tannery were re- 
maining up to recent years. He had 
a fine dwelling place in Dock Square 
Boston, but took up his abode, which 
seems to have been substantial—on 
his possessions which he so much de- 
sired on the south side of the Nepon- 
set river in 1640. Two children were 
born to him there before his decease 
in 1653, on the site of what is the old 
Glover place, where Horatio Nelson 
Glover, prominent in places of trust 
and honor in the town, was born; and 
Willam Bowles Glover, the subject of 
this sketch, the 20th of Sept. 1835, 
seventy-five years ago. 

Two hundred and seventy years 
have elapsed, and sixty children have 
been born on that old place descend- 
ants of John Glover, who is frequent- 
ly mentioned in public documents as 
of influence in the Colony. Governor 
Winthrop, frequently alluded to him 
in his journal, and the General Court 
among other allusions and decrees; 
one of the former in 1638; the latter 
in 1648, empowers Mr. Glover to ap- 
point a proper party to do the ferry- 
ing across Neponset river. “or take 
the ferry himself and to his heirs, as 
his inheritance forever.” He was ap- 
pointed to settle claims with the In- 
dians, who had a trail from Squantum 
Rock to the Blue hills;" was repre- 
sentative, and magistrate and owned 
at his decease, much landed estate, 
having bestowed his possessions in 
England upon his eldest son, when he 
reached his majority. 

In 1642, that part of Dorchester at 
the upper southerly side of the Ne- 
ponset river, became Milton, and sub- 
sequently, the lower or sea side of the 
river passed from Dorchester. The 
Colony line, between the Massachu- 
setts Bay and Plymouth Colonies, was 
not far from the Rev. Mr. Wilson's 
place bounding John Glover's estates 
south on the Neponset river. On the 
present County road, beyond, where 
a few years ago, was a considerable 
depression in the land a brook flowed 
between. At the old Taylor place; in 
a mowing contest between one of the 
young men, and one of his classmates 
in Harvard College, the former 
ceived a deep cut with the 
wielded by his zealous competitor. 

The Taylor family had at one time 
a plan of battle which had been re- 
ceived from Gen. Zachary Taylor as a 
memento of his military experience. 
Washington depended upon what was 
then Braintree, and the adjacent 
country, for supplies to his army on 
Dorchester Heights and Boston Neck. 
Digging away the beautiful uplands 
by railroads, has marred the pic- 
turesque undulations which in some 
measure remained up to the last

William Bowles 
Glover retired from active business

In Quincy it is hoped shortly to in- 
stall some telephones with divided 
ringing. On a two-party line, for ex- 
ample, there will be but one ring of 
the bell, and that for the subscriber 
wanted. This improvement will 
quire a change in the form of 
listing in the directory. 

For example: On a four-party line 
the present numbers ore 2-2, 
62-3, 62-4. On 
divided ringing, the ring numbers will 
be replaced by letters, and the two 
subscribers on the line will be 621 
and 62M, and will be so called for. 

Such a change as this is 
provement which many subscribers 
will welcome, especially those who 
have been frequently aroused in the 
night by rings for others on the same 
line, 

While the Quincy district is limit- 
ed, it requires only a little figuring to 
show that the new two-party line, 
either “unlimited’ or “measured” will 
cost less (with tolls added) than the 
present four-party lines unlimit- 
ed. It will not be so in all cases but 
in a great majority of cases. At the 
same time Boston merchants who call 
up Quincy people for orders in com- 
petition with Quincy merchants will 
have larger telephone bills.

The editor of the Daily Ledger rep- 
resented Quincy on Monday evening 
at the dinner givn by th Boston-1915 
organization to about 80 representa- 
tives and newspaper men of the dis- 
tricts in which civic advance rallies 
are to be held next month, when 
methods and purposes the cam- 
paign were explained. 

James P. Munroe, executive direc- 
tor of Boston-1915, presided. Other 
speakers were J. L. Sewall, execu- 
tive secretary; C. Bertrand Thomp- 
son, organization secretary; William 
A. Leahy, secretary to Mayor Fitz- 
gerald, and Miss Lotta A. Clark, di- 
rector of the pageant, “From Cave 
Life to City Life,” which is to be given 
Noy. 10 to 12; and others. 

“Boston-1915 does not mean the po- 
litical city—we mean the real Boston 
the 10th largest city in the world and 
the fourth largest in the United 
States,” said director Munroe. “We 
are not seeking to promote any plan 
of annexation, but it is to foster a

vance campaign is planned.”

Of this number all but the Gear 
Works are on the west or left side of 
the track going toward Boston. The 
colony sends its products all over the 
United States and to some foreign 
countries. In all of these firms the 
capital is almost altogether local, and 
that is true also of the labor. 

The object of this article is to let 
the people of Quincy know about 
these industries, to give them some 
conception of the products and the 
amount of business that is done with 
them. It would be safe to wager that 
the majority of the concerns are much 
better known outside of Quincy than 
inside, and in some cases, outside of 
New England than within its  boun- 
daries. 


ROBBINS IRON WORKS. 


The A. B. Robbins Iron Co. special- 
izes in ornamental iron and bronze 
Many of the most imposing 
structures in the large cities of the 
country display the workmanship of 
this firm. The heavy construction 
work in the buildings is done by out- 
side labor, but all the finishing work 
in a building is done by this kind of 
The ornamental work 
around the windows of the bank build- 
ings, libraries, state institutions and 
large office buildings are done by 
them. The iron work on stairs, ele- 
vators, fire escapes and so forth come 
their line of work. AJ) the light 
iron work of a building is within the 
scope of their craft. 

All the manufacturing is done in the 
building in Norfolk Downs. Between 
40 and 80 men are employed accord- 
ing to the amount of work there Is oa 
hand.

ever, did a woman s0 = Care- 
fully adjust her relations with those

lated so that each and every would- 
be lover remained equi-distant with 
the rest from the object of his wor- 
i ship. 

Perhaps there was one exception 
There was Mr. Henry Simpson, a tall, 
gaunt Easterner, gray at the temples 
and a little thin atop, who bought a 
preposterous amount of supplies at 
the establishment, and with unbecom- 
ing frequency. Even his position as 
superintendent of the “Consolidated 
Gold Mines of the Segna Hollow” did 
not warrant, surely, the amount of his 
outlay nor the divided manner of it.

MRS. BURNETT'S WRITINGS. 


Mrs. Burnett laughingly relates 
how, when she sent her first manu- 
scripts to a magazine published at the 
tender age of 12, she slipped a bit of 
paper into the envelope bearing the 
stern young warning: “My object is 
remuneration!” 

The manuscript was accepted (noth- 
ing that Mrs. Burnett has ever written 
has not been accepted! Mark this, 
thou poor struggling scribbler!) and if 
her object at 12 was remuneration, 
she certainly has achieved it all along 
the line, in recognition among the 
elect, in popularity among the masses, 
as well as in good gold coin. 

In the seventies her first great novel, 
“That Lass o’' Lowrie’s,” placed her in 
the front rank among novelists; “Es- 
merelda,” first played in 1880, won 
her immediate success as a playwright, 
and her dramatization alone of “Little 
Lord Fauntleroy,” in 1886 netted her 
no less than $150,000—a fortune in 
itself—the greater part of which was 
spent in the heart-breaking battle with 
the last illness of her eldest son, 
Lionel. : 

Her dramatization of “The Dawn of 
a Tomorrow,” which has already run 
for two seasons and bids fair to run 
as many more, brought her in royalties 
of between $1,000 and $2,000 a week. 

The royalities on the first three 
months’ sale of the American edition 
alone of “The Shuttle” were $38,000. 
Without counting its sale serially, 
she has already received more than 
$50,000 from “The Shuttle” before 
dramatizing it, which she intends to 
do.—American Magazine.

“New England Stuffing—Remove the 
hard, outside crusts from a _ small 
stale loaf of baker's bread,” says 
Fannie M. Farmer in Woman's Home 
Companion. “Cut in slices and toast 
until delicately browned, then put in 
chopping bowl and chop while adding 
hot water to moisten. Add one third 
of a cupful of finely-chopped fat, salt 
pork, one egg well beaten. Salt, 
pepper and sage to taste. 

“Bread-and-Celery Stuffing—Remove 
hard, outside crusts from a stale loaf 
of baker’s bread and break in pieces. 
There should be three and one half 
cupfuls. Pour over bread one cupful 
of boiling water and let stand twenty 


minutes, then squeeze out all the 
water that is possible. To bread add 
one tablespoonful of poultry season- 


ing, one and one half teaspoonfuls of 
salt and one fourth of a teaspoonful of 
pepper, then add three fourths of a 
cupful of finely cut celery and one 
half cupful of melted butter. 

“Potato Stuffing—Mix two cupfuls 
of hot mashed potatoes. two cupfuls of 
cracker crumbs, one third of a cupful 
each of melted butter and sausage 
fat and one half cupful of cooked gib- 
lets finely chopped. Moisten with hot 
water and season with salt, pepper 
and sage.”

SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


A meeting of the school superin- 
ficers and chiefs of police of the city 
of Quincy and towns comprising the 
East Norfolk District was held Thurs- 
day A. M. with Judge Avery and Judge 
Pratt in the court room, The ques- 
tions under discussion were those re- 
lating to juveniles and the meeting is 
to discuss and if possible devise some 
plan so that a stricter watch may be 
kept on boys and girls of the school 
age. 

The idea that it is desired to carry 
out is in the nature of a preventative 
If a young boy or girl is brought 
into court it always places a stigma 
against them, although their cases are 
heard ir a private room. Judge Avery 
desires if possible to prevent their 
being brought into court, and believes 
that if the school superintendents, 
truant officers, chiefs of police and 
probation officers can work together 
malicious mischief now 
committed by juveniles will cease.

TWO THIRDS VOTE. 

It has now been pretty well estab- 
lished that the passage of the loan 
order for $19,000 by fifteen votes was 
sufficient. There has been quite a dis- 
cussion as to whether that number was 
a two-thirds vote of the City Council 
and the answer of the bonding com- 
pany has been awaited with interest. 
The Old Colony Trust Co., to whom 
the loan was sent, referred it to their 
lawyers, Messrs. Ropes, Gray and 
Gorham. Their ruling on the legality 
of the order was received by the City 
Treasurer this morning, and is as fol- 
lows:

$19,000 Quincy, Mass. Street Im- 

provement Bonds, Dated Oct. 1, 1910. 

Gentlemen:—We have examined the 
papers submitted with reference to 
the above issue, including attested 
copies of the proceedings taken to de- 
clare the membership of Councilman 
Snow in the City Council vacant. From 
these papers it appears that the mem- 
bership of Councilman Snow became 
vacant within three months prior to 
the end of the municipal year. There 
is no provision in the city charter for 
filling such a vacancy. The member- 
ship of the Council was therefore re- 
duced for the remainder of the muni- 
cipal year from 23 to 22. Revised 
Laws, chapter section 8, which re- 
quires a two-thirds vote for the in- 
curring of indebtedness, merely re- 
quires a vote of “two-thirds of all the 
members of each branch of the City 
Council.” There is no requirement 
that the vote shall be by two-thirds of 
all members elected, as is required by 
the laws of some states. 

Our conclusion is that Order No. 
262, which was voted on by the Coun- 
cil November 7th and approved by the 
Mayor on November 9th, 1910, was 
duly passed by a two-thirds majority 
within the meaning of the statutes.

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RESTELLI INQUEST. 


An inquest was held before Judge 
Avery Friday morning on the death of 
Louis Restelli the murderer whose 
dead body was found in the quarry 
hole by Officer Milford of Quincy and 
Officer Qualey of Braintree. The wit- 
nesses were Medical Examiner Jones. 
Officers Milford and Qualey and Gas- 
pere Restelli, one of the parties who 
was shot on that fatal July day. 

After the inquest Judge Avery said 
that the inquest had been held so as 
to establish the identity of the body 
that he might report to the District 
Attorney, so that he latter might dis- 
pose of the indictment now pending 
before the grand jury. 

Judge Avery said that there was no 
question as to the identity of he body 
His brother Gaspere had fully identi- 
fied it by the missing toe, and that he 
had identified the brush hammers 
which Restelli had used to weight him- 
self with as belonging to his brother 
Louis. He also identified the photo- 
graphs taken of the body by Medical 
Examiner Jones as that of his brother. 
Officer Milford who knew Louis Res- 
telli had also identified the body. 
Judge Avery also said there was no 
question as to the suicide,*and that he 
should report these findings to the Dis- 
trict Attorney.

Vol- 
taire said: “You do good to your fel- 
low men so that you can go to heaven. 
Rather you should do good to your 
fellow men because they are your fel- 
low men.” There is a deep seated 
need for work among the unfortunate 
and the educated. Much work is be- 
ing done by many organizations but 
most of them lack two essentials, sys- 
tem and knowledge. 

In London, the associated charity 
work began with a few men and wom- 
en with ideas and a knowledge of what 
they were doing. A doctor must have 
great skill to mend a broken leg. So 


must a charity worker have great 
skill to mend a broken purpose. In a 
great industrial plant the raw ma- 


terial so shapless and unresponding 
at first 
product. 

The associated charities take the 
raw materials of manhood and wom- 
anhood and mould them into the 
finished product of citizen and home 
maker. To do this a trained worker 
is needed. It was not very long ago 
that the idea of having a trained nurse 
was laughed at by the majority of 
people. The kind hearted soul who 
was born with an ability to adminis- 
ter was considered capable enough. 
Today the trained nurse is considered 
almost as necessary as the doctor. So 
the trained social worker has had to 
win her way. 

At present the demand is much 
greater than the supply although there 
are training schools in many of the 
large cities of the country. The work- 
er is taught to penetrate the real 
cause of a difficulty and solve the 
problem for the individual much bet- 
ter than the indivdual could do it for 
himself. When a patient calls the doc- 
tor he tells him his theories as to the 
cause of the trouble. Then the doc- 
tor asks a few questions of the patient 
and determines the real cause. 

A social worker went to a family 
where the cry was for old clothes. She 
found out that the frail daughter of 
the household was trying to support 
the family but owing to her physical 
condition could do but little. The girl 
was sent to school and afterward had 
a year at college thus equipping her 
to earn a livelihood and support the 
family by means of her brains. Al 
present the girls is doing excellent 
work as a secretary of a charitable 
organization. 

The trained worker rehabilitaes the 
family, lifting its members from their 
state of degeneracy up to their best 
selves. In doing this, cooperation is 
the keynote. The worker must study 
conditions, discover the likeness be- 
tween the individuals, find a means 
of exchanging ideals with them and try 
to elevate the ideals which are low. 
There must be cooperation among the 
workers and the organizations which 
she represents. Each individual must 
be a cheerful mourner at the funeral 
of her own ideas. 

Another important need is progres- 
siveness. The people must get out of 
ruts in their ideas of charity. A news- 
paper editor was asked to change the 
size of his paper “What, change the 
size of my paper,” he said, “why every 
pantry and kitchen in the country 
would have to be changed to fit it.” 
Each year the organizations should 
scrutinize their platform, see what it is 
made of, who built it and how it can 
be improved. 

In Quincy there is a large foreign 
population and all kinds of people. 
The central idea of charitable work is 
to promote and advance American citi- 
zenship. The task is as great as any 
we can think of, to assimilate the 
large foreign element and train those 
who form its component parts in good 
citizenship. It is as much the duty of 
the Board of Trade as_ it is of the 
churches and the Women’s club and 
kindred organizations to lend a hand 
in this great work. The framers of 
the Declaration of Independence had 
a duty to perform in obtaining the 
freedom of America. 

We of the present generation must 
work to preserve America. The task 
is much greater than that which con- 
fronted the revolutionary heroes. 

Quincy as a city is just the right 
size to be managable and to give the 
best results under the direction of a 
trained social worker. This paid of- 
ficial could get in touch with all 
classes ,those who would help and 
those in need. The teachers and prin- 
cipals would be asked to cooperate by 
telling about the pupils and_ their 
homes. The worker would go to the 
homes and remedy the situation there. 
She would find out what sort of work 
the boys and girls fourteen years old 
enter into when they leave school and 
direct them toward an occupation in 
which there is a chance of advance- 
ment and a good influence upon the 
morals of the youth. 

In ,the second place the worker 
would encourage those children of 
poor parents who had special talents 
and help them in their development. 

Another very important phase of the 
work is removing the possibility of 
duplication. In the north end of Bos- 
ton one old maid with two cats, re- 
ceived twelve turkeys from different 
organizations before the associated 
charities organization was started. 
But the worst evil is the advice which 
families receive from contributors. The

There was a good attendance at the 
union Thanksgiving service at the 
| Bethany church Thanksgiving morn- 


The exercises opened with an organ 
| voluntary by Mme. Beale Morey, which 
| was followed by the congregation sing- 
jing “God be with us, as he was with 
our fathers,” after which Rey. A. M. 
; Thompson conducted the responsive 
service, “Praise God for His Loving 
kindness.” Rev. Dr. Edwin N. Hardy 
offered the morning prayer, and Rey. 
Richard E. Armstrong read _ the 
| Governor's Proclamation. Dr. Hardy 
then read a short home-coming poem 
and a collection was taken for the 
City Hospital. Then came the singing 
}of Julia Ward Howe's “Battle Hymn 
! of the Republic.” 

The first speaker was Miss Edith 
Randall whose topic was “The New 
England Home.” She contrasted the 
home in New England with those in 
foreign countries, and said the N. E. 
people were home makers and home 
lovers. The home was a very impor- 
tant factor of the early New England 
character. She described the home of 
Colonial days and the noble men and 
women matured there. At the home 
today the news of the world is pres- 


ented at the breakfast table for the 
telegraph and wireless wayes have 
brought all parts of the country in 


close touch. 

The character of the home is the 
We women must see that 
the influence of the home does not 
waver. It is woman’s condition that 
makes the home. In some European 
countries the women are the beasts 
of burden, but not so in America. Here 
good comradship between women and 
their husbands prevail. Our boys and 
girls play together. They have the 
same home training, and it follows in 
later life that they are not only hus- 
band and wife but good friends. The 
New England women is the home in- 
fluence. 

Albert Barbour, Superintendent of 
the public schools, took for his topic, 
“The community and our schools.” He 
said in part: 

“The old Thanksgiving was distinct- 
ly an agricultural one. The close de- 
pendence of the farmer upon his har- 
sustenance caused the day 
to be set apart for prayer and thanks- 
giving. The change in social condi- 
tions, with its many differentiations of 
labor, has had much to do with the 
undoubted decline of the religious as- 
pect of the day. 

We have many material blessings to 

thankful for, plenteous harvests, 
busy industries, peaceful conditions, 
freedom of speech and thought. But 
these alone would make our Thanks- 
giving selfish, however precious. Our 
greatest blessings are the opportuni- 
ties for growth, to realize our possi- 
bilities, and the opportunities for ser- 
vice 

In the last analysis, it will not be the 
comforts of an easy life that we shall 
look back upon and give thanks for, 
but rather the toil and results of an 
unselfish life. The only way we can 
adequately sive thanks for these bless- 
ings is through cooperation. And so, 
wherever men and women are seen 
working in organized altruistic effort, 
to help the fatherless and the widow, 
the distressed in mind, body or estate, 
or in any way to alleviate social con- 
ditions, there is found the true thanks- 
giving. In other words, the one thesis 
of this talk is that the best Thanks- 
giving is Thanksliving. That however 
good it is to thank God for all his 
goodness and loving kindness, it is a 
still better thing to live those thanks. 
A thankful spirit is better than the 
act of giving thanks. While we may 
see society engaged as it is in utilizing 
its forces to better the condition of 
mankind, we may look forward to the 
future with the hope of optimism, un- 
disturbed by momentary misgivings. 

The last speaker was Rev. Richard 
E. Armstrong of Christ church who 
spoke on “Religion and the community 
needs.” 

He said our community needs the 
influence of religion above all other 
things that we may have good citizens. 
How shall people be made good? 
Poverty is the great cause of vice and 
crime. Improved conditions provide 
a way to make the home comfortable 
for the family. We must have time 
for recreation that we may have a 
happy Good schools that we 
may teach our boys and girls how to 
be useful. Good morals make good 
men, good laws and government. 
What we need is laws that will make 
it hard to be dishonest and easy to be 
honest. Religion must enter into 
every method adopted to secure for the 
community good men and women. So- 
cial development depends upon = re- 
ligion for its life. The increase of in- 
come without religion does not bring 
happiness. Education without religion 
can not succeed. What is law without 
religion? No law is self executing. We 
can not legislate man into honor. 
What we need is better men and not 
better laws and city charter. 

Referring to Restelli, the murderer, 
he asked why was Quincy visited by 
a man who had lost all respect for God. 
Who is safe on our streets? Who will 
protect us against such a man? Only 
religion can turn out good citizens 
and laws or legislation. Put yourself 
in touch with that power that has come 
down from above. The great need of 
a community is religion. 

In closing Dr. Hardy said he felt 
sure that all would the more enjoy 
this day by having devoted an hour to 
worship. The congregation then sang 
America and Rey.

These inequalities of life breed dis- 
content, socialism and even anarchy. 
Christianity is ever a protest against 
such conditions and revolution is near- 
ly always likely to follow.

A. B. ENDICOTT DEAD. TTR REE ATE a MCRL UADD

The death at Dedham on Monday of 
Augustus B. Endicott recalls an active 
political contest in Norfolk county 
some years ago when there was an at- 
tempt on the part of Republicans to 
oust him from the office of sheriff. The 
independent voters rallied to his sup- 
port and he was elected. 

Mr. Endicott was in his 93d year and 
unusually active for his years. He 
was president of the Dedham National 
bank and had been at his desk up to 
Friday, Nov. 4, since which day he has 
been confined to his bed by injuries re- 
ceived from a fall as he was about to 
board an electric car to go to his home 
after the closing of the bank. 

in his death there is the passing of 
one of Dedham’s best known and most 
popular citizens. A gentleman of the 
old school, a keen wit, with a smile 
and a cheery word for everyone, his 
friends were legion. A famous story 
teller, he was always a center of a 
group of listeners and with a sociabil- 
ity that never diminished his was the 
beautiful picture of growing old grace- 
fully. 

Mr. Endicott was born in Canton, 
Sept. 10, 1818. He was educated in the 
public schools of that town and 
learned the carpenter’s trade. He fol- 
lowed his trade for five years, and 
when he was 21 years old moved to 
Chelsea, where for several years he 
worked as a pattern maker in a foun- 
dry. 

He came to Dedham in 1852 and the 
following year was appointed a deputy 
sheriff by Sheriff Thomas Adams. At 
that time the sheriff was appointed by 
the governor, although the deputies 
were selected by the sheriff as they 
are at present. He served as right- 
hand man under Sheriff Adams, Sheriff 
John W. Thomas and Sheriff Rufus C. 
Wood. During the latter's term he was 
appointed sheriff to perform the duties 
of the office in case of the illness or 
death of the sheriff. 

Sheriff Wood died in 1885 and Gov. 
Robinson had no hestitation in ap- 
pointing the Democratic deputy to suc- 


ceed him. He received his commission 
Nov. 3, 1885 and a year later he was 


elected to the position. Every three 
years he was elected by the ybdters of 
the county, until he voluntarily re- 
tired. Only twice was he opposed by 
Republican candidates and each time 
he was returned to his office by large 
majorities. 

He also held many town offices in 
Dedham, and was prominent in finan- 
cial affairs. He is survived by a son 
and daughter, Henry B. Endicott and 
Mrs. George H. Young, wife of Rev. 
George H. Young, a retired Unitarian 
minister, several grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren. 

Out of respect to the late ex-Sheriff 
Augustus B. Endicott ,the Norfolk su- 
perior civil court adjourned’ early 
Monday afternoon. Judge Edgar J. 
Sherman, the presiding justice, made 
an extended statement in relation to 
the services of Mr. Endicott § and his 
personal relations with him. 

The flag was placed at half-staff 
over the county building, Memorial 
hall, the Dedham bank building and 
the insurance building.

CLUB WOMEN’S VOICES. 


“What's the matter with club wom- 
en’s voices that they can’t be heard 
from a public platform?” was the 
question asked by a man at a recep- 
tion given by a woman’s Democratic 
club at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
question was repeated to Grenville 
Kleiser, who is training 200 members 
of New York women’s clubs in the art 
of speechmaking. 

“I am not at all surprised,” said Mr. 
Kleiser, “that you ask this question 
about club women’s voices, for I have 
been struck with it time and again at 
club meetings. Nine cases out of ten 
you can’t hear the speaker five rows 
away from the platform. But what 
applies to club women strictly speak- 
ing, applies equally to all American 
women. 

“Most club women speak with half 
closed mouths. When they start to 
speak the voice can’t come out. They 
yocalize back in their throats, so that 
they cannot be heard three yards 
away. Several persons called my at- 
tention to this at the recent Bryan 
meeting at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

“Then, strange as it may perhaps 
seem, club women, and other women 
also, are timid, naturally so. They 
have been brought up to be afraid, 
and this diffidence has the effect of 
constraining the voice. They speak in 
whispers, and a whispering voice is 
very detrimental to good, pure tones; 
that is, to a carrying voice.

torical society and also to Charles 
Francis Adams for the great interest 
they had taken. He said there was 
but little in the records about Henry 
Flynt except what Cotton Mather 
wrote of him.

He was like all the New Eng- 
land ministers, of his time, a great 
thinker. Of his sons as far as we can 
learn but one survived, Josiah Flynt. 
He followed in the footsteps of his 
father. He was talked of for the 
minister of this church but did not 
come here but was settled over a 
church in Dorchester. There he main- 
tained to the full degree the dominant 
independence and orthodox character 
of his father. He had one daughter, 
the last of the name, who married 
Josiah Quincy. The speaker then 
spoke at length of the descendants and 
of the old families familiar to Quin- 
cy and New England history. 

Mr. Adams then said that there were 
two more names which he thought 
tablets should commemorate in this 
church. They were John Hancock and 
Josiah Quincy, names familiar to all 
acquainted with Quincy. The Quincy 
family was a unique one for while 
most families descended from father 
to son, the Quincy family descended 
from Josiah to Josiah, and they de- 
scended from Henry Flynt. He there- 
fore felt that an occasion like this 
would be incomplete if something was 
not said of that descendant of Henry 
Flynt. He would therefore ask the 
present representative of Josiah Flynt 
to say a few words. 

Josiah Quincy of Boston, formerly 
of Quincy was the gentleman referred 
to, and he spoke briefly. He said that 
he should be very ungrateful if he was 
not willing to add a few words of the 
relation of the Flynt family to the 
parish and the family that sprung 
from Henry Flynt. We have here in 
this church more memorials of the 
past than in any other church he 
knew of. First of all the two Presi- 
dents of the United States, also of 
other men prominent in Colonial 
periods, that were identified with this 
church and the early life of New Eng- 
land.

Wives whose self-denial lasts 
throughout the year are now contriv- 
ing what luxury shall be bought with 
their savings for husbands and chil- 
dren. Men wander helpless from shop 
to shop, bewildered by the sight of so 
many things that would please wives 
and children at home, but wholesome- 
ly forgetful of Even children, 
accustomed as they are to think of the 
Christmas season as atime of glad 
surprises, and fascinatingly mysteri- 
ous bundles, are contriving what they 
shall buy for others with long hoard- 
ed pennies. 

There are excellent persons who hold 
that Christmas giving, and conse- 
quently Christmas buying, should be 
abandoned as a silly and onerous tax 
upon millions who buy and give not in 
the true spirit of the season, but un- 
der a sort of social compulsion. Per- 
haps for those who feel thus as to the 
holiday season such a policy is in 
every way best as absolving them 
from the maintenance of a hollow and 
hypocritical pretence, but they are 
vastly mistaken if they suppose that 
the great majority of their fellow- 
citizens share their pessimistic view. 
Christmas buying, for those who have 
the wisdom to begin it early enough, 
is a delightful adventure, and with 
many it has the spice that comes of 
conscious extravagance. Then it is 
that we venture to buy for needy 
friends and relatives things that we 
might not give them perhaps at any 
other season without fear of wound- 
ing their pride. As it is improvident 
to postpone Christmas buying to the 
last moment, when stocks have been 
overhandled, and crowds are nervous 
and eager, so it is perhaps over-provi- 
dent to buy too soon, as some fore- 
handed folk do, for example, im- 
mediately after the holiday season, and 
nearly a year in advance of actual 
need. These shrewd economists miss 
the charm and sparkle of the Christ- 
mas shopping, the gaiety of crowds, 
the freshness of newly-opened goods 
—in fact renounce for themselves 
what their self-denying labors entitled 
them to have, the delicious refresh- 
ment of the Christmas spirit.—Boston 
Herald. 


BETHANY BIBLE SCHOOL,

The annual meeting of the Bethany 
Bible school was held Dec 9th 
in connection with the regular church 
prayer-meeting. The secretary's re- 
port showed an average attendance for 
the year of 303. Largest attendance, 
404, smallest, 123. The pin system was 
installed early in the year, and was 
productive of good results. For at- 
tendance six consecutive Sundays an 
enamel pin is awarded each scholar; 
for thirteen consecutive Sundays, a 
bronze pin; for 26, a metal pin, and 
for 39 a pin of silver, and for 52 con- 
secutive Sundays one of gold. The 
interrational graded lessons have been 
instalied in all departments making 
five diffeernt lessons studied in the 
school each Sunday. 

The report of the treasurer showed 
a total of $475.75 received, and $212.53 
disbursed, leaving a balance of $267.22 
in the treasury. In addition to this, 
the gift funds of the organized class- 
es the Makaria fraternity, the Phila- 
thea society, etc., would bring the to- 
tal much higher. 

Reports from the different depart- 
ments showed progress and improve- 
ment. The cradle roll, beginners, 
primary, junior, intermediate and 
senior departments all reported a good 
year. The home department reported 
a membership of 103 divided into 11 
classes, one, a correspondence class, 
and the other ten conducted by as 
many visitors. 

Makaria Fraternity gave its member- 
ship as 98. The year has been a good 
one in every way. The gift fund has 
been large and much good has been 
done with it. 

The Philatheas with a membership 
of 26 has also had a successful year. 
The class has supplied six teachers 
for the Sunday school and has done 
very effective home mission work 
about the city.

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GIVEN A HEARING, 


Senators Lodge and Crane, Repre- 
sentative O'Connell, Rear Admiral 
Francis T. Bowles, president of the 
Fore River shipbuilding company, and 
Frank Fessenden Crane, representing 
the city of Quincy, appeared before the 


board of army engineers Monday, says 


the Washington correspondent of the 


Globe, to urge the board to authorize! 


Col. Abbott, the district engineer offi- 
cer to complete the survey of Wey- 
mouth Fore River. 

Authority for this survey was 
tained in the river and harbor 
passed last session, the object being 
the straightening of the river, the 
widening of the approach to Quincy 
point bridge and the removal of chan- 
nel rock. 

Col. Abbott had the preliminary sur- 
vey made and his report on it was 
favorable. The river and harbor bill 
has passed the house, but it contained 
no mention of the Weymouth Fore riv- 
er project, the matter having been held 
up by the board of engineers. If the 
board will act promptly Senators 
Lodge and Crane will offer an amend- 
ment to the river and harbor bill when 
it reaches the senate. 

The business interests of Quincy are 
keenly interested in the government's 
action, as several public and business 
improvements are affected. 

The Fore River company has most 
at stake at this time as it has under 
construction a large battleship for the 
Argentine Republic which it will have 
great difficulty in getfing down the 
river unless the desired improvements 
in the channel are made. 

Quincy has appropriated $60,000 to 
widen the bridge and draw and intends 
to erect a municipal dock in the event 
of the improvement of the river. In 
addition to this several large manu- 
facturing concerns have signified their 
intention to put up factories at Quincy 
as soon as. shipping conditions are 
better.

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 


Although the Grand Commandery of 
the Knights Templar has refused to 
approve of the moving .of the asylum 


of South Shore Commandery from 
East Weymouth to Quincy, it seems 
probable that ‘before many months 


Quincy will have a Commandery of its 
own. At the meeting of South Shore 
Commandery Monday evening a peti- 
tion was presented by a large number 
of Quincy Sir Knights for the institu- 
tion of a new Commandery in Quincy. 

In order to establish a Commandery 
in Quincy it is first necessary that 
South Shore Commandery release jur- 
isdiction over Quincy.

MR. KITSON SELECTED. 


The Burns memorial association 
which has been considering designs 
for the proposed Robert Burns mem- 
orial at the Museum of Fine Arts, an- 
nounced its decision Saturday, says 
the Herald. The judges, Robert D. 
Andrews, Cyrus E. Dallin and Philip 
L. Hale, have chosen design number 5, 
that of the Quincy sculptor, Henry H. 
Kitson. Of the other designs numbers 
two, three and one were considered as 
meritorious in the order named. 

As yet all the money necessary to 
erect the memorial, which Mr. Kitson 
estimates would cost $30,000, has not 
been subscribed. Contributions may 
be sent to the secretary, Robert E. 
May, 33 Franklin street. 

The Kitson model, which received 
the first award, carrying with it a 
cash prize of $500, was exhibited as 
model No. 5. it is exhedral, a bronze 
figure backed by marble. The figure 
of the poet is represented walking 
erect, bareheaded, with a rough-cut 
cane in one hand, and under an arm a 
book and laurel leaf. Behind the 
figure of the poet is inscribed “A man’s 
a man for a’ that.” Stone seats ex- 
tend on either side of the exhedra. The 
keynote of the entire model is grace, 
both in the lines of the figure and the 
marble. 

Model No. 2, which was honorably 
mentioned, receiving an award of $250, 
is by Richard Recchia of Boston. This 
model also is exhedral. The figure of 
Burns is youthful. He stands on the 
central of three pedestals, connected 
by a long stone seat. A long coat is 
thrown over one arm, while in the 
other ‘hand he carries a hat. On the 
pedestal below the figure is inscribed 
simply “Burns.’” 

The model of Augustus Lukeman of 
New York, No. 3, shows the poet 
standing with a notebook in one hand 
and pencil in the other. The figure is 
backed by a plough. Burns is bare- 
headed. The mounting is also exhedral 
The third award carries a prize of 
$150. 

Richard E. Brooks of Quincy and 
Paris, whose model No. 1, received the} 
fourth award of $100, has sculptured 
the poet along more rustic lines than) 
the others. It is pedestal, showing 
Burns with one hand resting on a 
plough, while he is examining a flower 
held in the other hand.

| RISE OF NEW ENGLAND. 


An unusually interesting lecture was 
given at the First church chapel Wed- 
nesday evening by Dr. Edwin N. Hardy 
under the auspices of the Quincy His- 
torical society. Dr. Hardy took for his 
subject “The rise and development of 
New England industries.” 

The evening opened and closed with 
solos by Mrs. Emma S. Moore which 
were delightfully rendered. 

Brooks Adams, president of the so- 
ciety, presided, and in opening said all 
societies of this kind must have some 
reason for living. There was nothing 
so good as to have some idea of the 
gap that spans us from the past. To 
bring forward the changes that have 
taken place is one of the reasons for 
this organization. He and the Histori- 
cal society felt very much indebted to 
Dr. Hardy for much that the society 
had attained, and it was a great source 
of gratification that he could introduce 
Dr. Hardy. 

In opening, Dr. Hardy declared the 
noteworthy contribution of New Eng- 
land to the world’s history, is in her 
steady application of common sense 
to the problems of living, and the way 
in which she did it presented one of 
the most remarkable and fascinating 
chapters in the history of the human 
race. The best methods of studying 
the New Englander is what he did in 
the application of common sense to the 
actual problems of life. 

Men of the Puritan type and New 
England two and a half centuries ago 
furnish almost the ideal condition for 
this experiment in living. The old 
Colonist, God fearing, resourceful, 
placed with his family in the heart of 
the forest, was practically sufficient 
unto himself. He could build his log 
cabin , furnish it and make the neces- 
sary tools for his work. His wife, with 
her own hands, could shear the sheep 


or pick the flax, make the cloth and 
clothe her husband with homespun. 
Nearly everything of the interesting 
simple and sweet life of those days 


was transformed from the crude ma- 
terial into the finished product by the 
ingenuity of the old settler and his 
family. The home was the fountain 
head from which all the streams of in- 
fluence, which have given New Eng- 
land her prestige at home and abroad 
have come. 

This evening we turn our attention 
to one of these many streams of in- 
fluence which have wrought as great 
changes as any and which has per- 
mitted every other phase of American 
life. It New Englander’s ap- 
plication of common sense to the in- 
dustrial problem of life. At the 
beginning, each settler was largely a 
jack-of-all-trades, circumstances mak- 
ing necessary the exercise of his in- 
genuity for the welfare of his house- 
hold. 
a natural differention of the people in- 
to the artisan classes, wherein each 
devoted his time to that which he 
could best do, and there arose an 
itinerant artisan, the cobbler, harness 
maker and cabinet maker, and others 
who went from house to house apply- 
ing their special vocations. 

Soon this plan became impracticable 
because it was easier to carry work to 


is the 


Very soon, however, there was 


the men than to secure the man with 
his kit of tools. In every settlement 
there sprung up the small shop where 
special kind of service was rendered. 
As the work increased the artisan was 
overtaxed and the apprentice was se- 
cured who lived in the family as one 
of the members of his family and there 
learned his trade. Some of the simple 
parts of the work in the various occu- 
pations would be sent out to nearby 
homes to be finished by those able to 
do the work. 

The most marked transition the 
industrial evolution came at the close 
of the Revolutionary war when the 
seat of the manufactory was changed 
from the home tothe shop outside. 
The apprentice system was inaugurat- 
This condi- 


in 


ed and piecework begun. 
tion prevailed almost unchanged 
through the war of the Revolution. 


War invariably produces great eco- 
nomic changes and this was the case 
in the war of the Independence. Fol- 
lowing the war there was a period of 
industrial depression which soon gave 
way to a remarkable development of 
our industries. But it is to be noted 
up to this time ‘everything was done 
by hand and to a large extent the 
workman was qualified to produce the 
product from start to finish. 

It may safely be said that at the be- 
ginning of the second quarter of the 
nineteenth century marked a great 
transition of New England life and in- 
dustry. About this time they were be- 
ginning to build railroads, did canals 
and introducing machinery and steam 
engines. The circular saw Was intro- 
duced revolutionizing all kinds of 
wood work. The cooking stove took the 
place of the old-time Dutch oven, 
matches, the place of the tinder box, 
railroad trains the place of the slow 
moving stage coach. The church and 
state were separated and a new life 
predominated everything. Greater 
changes have been wrought in the so- 
cial, political and economic life of the 
race than in the eight decades pre- 
vious. 

Dr. Hardy then sketched the won- 
derful changes in some of the indus- 
tries from the fishing industry to the 
splendid marine service of the Ameri- 
can navy. He briefly outlined the de- 
velopment of the building industry 
from the time of the old cross cut saw 
to the age of gang saws and industrial 
machinery. He suggested the wonder- 
ful changes in transportation which 
have become-a great problem of the 
present day, showing the wonderful 
development from the time of the slow 
moving stage coach to the railroad 
trains, and ocean liners. The won- 
derful advance that had been made in 
the printing business from the day of 
the Franklin press to the mammoth 
}presses used today by the Christian 
Scierice Monitor, showing that the 
news gatherer had become a profes- 
sion in. itself. 

He then illustrated the evolution in 
some of the New England industries. 
The work of the shoemaker showed 
j}more clearly the changes wrought 
from the time the cobbler with his kit

Dr. Hardy’s lecture was illustrated 
by 80 lantern slides and he held the 
closest attention of his hearers 
throughout his lecture.

SCARLET FEVER. 


The scarlet fever scare in Wollas- 
ton has closed the Wollaston school 
until after the Christmas vacation and 
has brought the Board of Health to the 
centre of the infected district to ferret 
out the cause of he disease. 

Seven cases were reported in two 
days, six of them pupils of the school. 
Two or three other cases have been 
reported, but the cultures have not 


been declared positive as yet. Three 
of the cases are on Taylor street, 
Dorothy Bates, Elmer Atwood and 
Sibyl Poutney; one, that of Ernest 


Thomas, is at the corner of Belmont 
and Summit avenue; and the 
other two are on the other side of the 
railroad on Chester and Berlin streets, 
John Douherty and Cataline Colligan. 

Dr. Burke and Dr. Sargent were 
called up shortly after the cases were 
reported, and when the situation was 
made clear, the school house was or- 
dered closed. They are now occupied 
in findin gthe cause of the epidemic. 
The building will be thoroughly fumi- 
gated, and the families are quarantined 
so that further spread of the disease 
is prevented. The doctors feel confi- 
dent that the schoolhouse was not the 
source of the scarlet fever germs, and 
inasmuch as the homes are not all in 
one section the seat of the disease is 
not to be placed in the homes. As yet 
no official opinion has been given out, 
and it is not unlikely that the direct 
fundamental causes will not be ascer-

MERINGUES A LA CREME. 


Six whites of eggs, nine ounces of 
pulverized sugar, half a pint of cream 
whipped, three ounces of sugar, with 
cream, a slight flavoring of vanilla.

While still hot, 
scoop out carefully the soft part, and 
fill the shells with whipped cream af- 
ter they are cool. Place in the refrig- 
erator to set the cream, and sprinkle 
tops with powdered nuts before serv- 
ing.

OCCULT LAWS.

If I am a failure I am a dis- 
cord; if a success, I am in accord. A 
man who has not learned to be master 
of himself is a discordant note, and is 
out of harmony with the rhythm of the 
universe. In self mastery we are 
learning the occult laws of success 
and failure. 

Man is spirit not body. The spirit 
works through the body by means of 
feeling, thinking and will power. We 
should be masters of the house in 
which we live. Dependant upon the 
knowledge and care of this house lies 
our success or failure in business. 

The time is coming when ifa man 
dies of disease we shall mark above 
his grave “This man died a disgrace to 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.”

With an upward angle to the wings 
there is a factor of safety in the addi- 
tional reserve area that automatically 
increases on the downward side while 
decreasing on the upward side, thus 
properly presenting its additional area 
in proportion to its tilt from the hori- 
zontal line. In the present rigid, 
straight tip-to-tip aeroplane there is 
no such factor for safety. 

To my mind a machine of this de- 
sign may be so constructed that with- 
out an operator, the vertical and hori- 
zontal rudders may be set, the motor 
tarted, and the machine made to arise, 
fly, and alight approximately at the 
point aimed at, even though the points 
be miles apart. As a machine of war, 
offensive or defensive, this certainly 
would be a formidable weapon, as it 
could carry and place a bomb much 
further and with greater accuracy 
than the longest range of cannon. 

Mr. Harriman concluded with a com- 
prehensive study of engines describing 
the reciprocating and the turbine, and 
in particular dealing with the rotary 
engine of which he has made so great | 
a success.

THE BASIS. 

The commission in making up the 
apportionments took into account to 
a certain extent the population and 
valuations of the cities and towns in 
the metropolitan district, as well as 
their proximity to the various parks, 
boulevards, beaches, etc., for which 
they are taxed. Originally Boston was 
required to pay 50 per cent, of the cost 
of maintenance of all these features of 
the metropolitan district and of the in- 
terest and sinking fund requirements. 

Under the present law the appor- 
tionments are based on the valuations 
of the cities and towns as to the great- 
er portion of them, the exceptions be- 
ing in the cases of what are known as 
the “fringe” towns, which skirt the 
outer edges of the reservations. 

Eighty-five per cent, of the appor- 
tionment for parks is based on valua- 
tions of cities and towns as fixed by 
the statutes of 1910. The remaining 
15 per cent is apportioned according 
to population between the “fringe” 
towns of Braintree, Canton, Dover, 
Hull, Nahant, Hingham, Westwood and 
Weymouth. 

The apportionments for boulevards 
were based on valuations of cities and 
towns in the district, the commission 
taking into consideration the fact that 
cities and towns having boulevards 
within their limits are exempted from 
the cost of their maintenance as roads 
and should therefore contribute a 
larger pro rata share to the district. 

Apportionments for Charles river 
dam and basin, as well as the Nantas- 
ket Beach reservation, are made on 
the basis of valuations. 

The apportionment for parks rep- 
resents costs of maintenance and sink- 
ing fund and interest requirements; 
for boulevards, one-half of the interest 
and sinking fund requirements, one- 
half of the expense of care and main- 
tenance and one-half of the office and 
running expenses of the Metropolitan 
park commissioners occasioned by 
roadways and boulevards, the remain- 
ing half being paid by the state; for 
Nantasket beach reservation, the sink- 
ing fund and interest requirements, 
and the care and cost of maintenance. 

Two apportionments are made for 
the Charles rivet dam and basin, the 
first for maintenance, and the second 
for the sinking fund and interest re- 
quirements. 

The award making the apportion- 
ments for the 39 cities and towns in 
the metropolitan district for the five 
years beginning Jan. 1, 1910 was filed 
by Commissioners Ernest H. Vaughn, 
Charles G. Bancroft and Frederick 8. 
Hall in the supreme court yesterday. 

The amount to be paid into the state 
treasury this year for parks in the 
metropolitan district is $884,169.06; 
for the Nantasket reservation, $55,586.- 
90; for boulevards, $214,797.25, and 
for the total cost of Charles river dam 
and basin up to July 6 last, $3,877,- 
817.69. 

Of these amounts, Quincy is to pay 
for park assessments, .01478 per cent; 
for boulevards, .04393; for Nantasket 
Beach reservation, .01309; for main- 
tenance of Charles river dam and 
basin, .01313; for sinking fund and in- 
terest requirements Charles river dam 
and basin, .01173. 

The Assessors of 1910 placed in the 
Quincy levy this year the sum of $15,- 
379.35 for Metropolitan park assess- 
ments, which included all parks, boule- 
According to the new 
basis, which dates from Jan. 1, 1910, 
the amount should have been over $23,- 
000.00, and $40,000.00 to $50,000.00 ex- 
tra for the Charles River dam and ba- 
sin. Here is a shortage of over $50,- 
000.00 to be provided somehow by the 
city. Had it been included in the tax 


levy of 1910 the rate would have been 
_ over $1.50 higher. 

No one at City Hall could tell the 
Daily Ledger what the basis of appor- 
tionment had been in the past, but 


Thus it will be seen that Quincy's 
assessment for boulevards will be 
more than double what it has been. 
For parks it will be higher, and for 
the Nantasket beach reservation less. 
A new and expensive factor is the 
Charles River dam and basin, both the 
cost and the mainteance.
